rements met this afternoon in joint ses- 
nto near the representatives of the raflroad 
gompanies upon the different bills now pend- 
ing before such committees, and W. E. 
ppelps, attorney of the Missourl Pacific Rail- 
ay Co.; E. D. Kenna, attorney of the Frisoo 
‘yiway Co., and Hon. H. H. Trimble, attor- 
ney for the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
pailway Co., each spoke at considerable 
length. Judge Trimble elaborated upon the 
close relation which existed between the pros- 
rity of railroad companies and the prosper- 
| otber industries and pointed out in 
language that each crisis in 
the gnancial- world which had oc- 
curred during the last fifteen years had 
been preceded and not followed by serious 
depressions in railroad securities, thereby 
arguing that anything which tended to de- 
ress railroad companies was immediately 
felt upon the commerce of the entire countr y. 
He called special attention to the severe blow 
ghich the country received as the immediate 
consequence of the unwise Granger legisiae 
tion of 1872, and the consequences which fol- 
jowed the enactment of the interstate com- 
merce law. He laid much stress upon the 
fect that most of the minor measures proposed 
would éntail expenditures upon the part of 
the railroad companies amounting to hun- 
greds of thousands of dollars, thereby impos- 
‘ ing a greater burden upon the people, who in 
the end had to pay all railroad charges 
snd expenses, and resulting in dut 
ttle good to the general public.

THE CLAYTON TRAGEDY. 


The Examination of Watkins at Little Rock 
—Released on Bail.

LITTLE Rock, Ark., February 27.—Robert 
Watkins, who is charged with being implicated 
in the theft of the ballot-box from Plummer- 
ville on November 6, had his preliminary ex- 
amination before United States Commissioner 
Waters yesterday. His counsel waived ex- 
amination at first, but as the attorneys could 
not agree as to the amount of the bond, the 
Commissioner ordered the taking of testimony 
to proceed. The most important witness for 
the State was J. F. Fairbura of Morriiton, who 
swore out the warrant for Watkins’ arrest. 
He testified that he met Watkins in this city in 


the early part of this month, and after they 
had been drinking together Watkins said that 
he held a pistol at one of the judges while 
Chas. Pate took the box and he and others 
drove off with it in the direction of the Arkan- 
sas River. Fairburn also testified that Wat- 
kins had told him of the shooting of Wabi in 
Piummerville and said they wanted to kill 
Wahl because he knew too much. 

Chas. Pate testified that he and Watkins 
were at Dr. White’s plantation the night the 
box was stolen and rode back to Plummerville 
on mules- On the way they met Jack Owens, 
whoftold them the ballot-box had been stolen 
and Sheriff Shelby had been telegraphed 
and was coming on tbe train. They met 
Shelby at the depot and then the crowd went 
over to a dru re. They stayed there about 
lominutes and then went back tothe planta - 
tion. 

The defense did not want to introduce its 
testimony as its most important witness was 
absent and the further hearing was laid over 
until Thursday. 

WATKINS HELD. * 

Robert Watkins, charged with stealing the 
ballot - box at Plummerville, Ark. , on the night 
of November 6, 1888, has been admitted to Dail 
in the sum of 5,000 for his appearance on 
Thursday, to which date the examination was 
adjourned.

FIREMAN HUTCHINGS’ CASE. 


The Queer Way in Which He Resigned From 
the Fire Department. 


Fireman George C. Hutcbings of Company 
No. 16 has severed his connection witb the 
department under somewhat peculiar circum- 
stances. It was stated ina morning paper 
that he had been discharged, but this state- 
ment was untrue. He resigned. The cause 
of his leaving the Fire Department was a 
ptinted interview with him in a Tuesday morn- 
ing paper. Some of the statements in this in- 
terview met with Chief Lindsay's strong dis- 


‘approval and incurred a reprimand. The rep- 


rimand was given in such away that Hutch- 
ings no doubt thought his discharge inevita- 
dle and resigned. 

Chief Lindsay was seen to-day about the 
case at the headquarters, on Seventh street 
near Franklin avenue, and asked for a recital 
of the facts. He seid: ‘‘Hutchings was not 
discharged, as erroneously published, but re- 
n I have his resignation here now. 

n verification of this statement the Chief 
drew alarge envelope from his pocket and, 
taking from it a sheet of foolscap, showed it 
to the reporter. it contained the simpie an- 
nouncement ot Hutchings’ withdrawal from the 
department. The Chief then kook out froma 
note - book a copy of the Interview with Hutch- 
ings and continued: Concerning what Hutch- 
ings says about the men deserving a raise of 
salary 1 bave nothing to say, except tnat 1 
would like to see them getit. His statement 
about wearing out twenty-three pairs of panta- 
loons from January 1 to May is undoubtedly 
an exaggeration. What he says of the 
work and bardships of the men 
I have no comment to make upon. The part to 
which I took objections was where he is made 
to assert that the insurance companies ought 
to give a lower rate of insurance, and do not 
give us credit for what we do, because they 
are wrapped up inthe Salvage Corps. Also 
his reflections onthe Chicago Fire Depart- 
ment. These\ utterances of his made me very 
angry. because the Fire Department is on the 
most friendly terms with the underwrit- 
ers and with the Salvage Corps, 
and what Hutehiogs said was liable to 
create a bed feeling. His criticism of 
the Chicago department was also entirely en- 
called forand improper. I went to No. 16 
house the next day and told him what I 
thought about his utterances. ‘You had no 
business to talk that way, I said to him, 
‘and Ihave a great mind to discharge you on 
the first of the month, and Idon’t know, out 
whatIwill.’ I did not mean to carry out that 
threat, but made it to show him how dis- 
pleased Iwas. This morning 1 received his 
resignation.’’ 

Hutchings is a man offamily and has been 
inthe department now for five years. His 
record has been very good. He has been one 
of the principal decorators ofthe Merchants’ 
Exchange for the annual Firemen’s ball ever 
since he has been connected with the depart- 
ment.

RAILROAD NEWS. 


A Great Feat of Railway Engineering— 
Unien Pacific Earnings. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Drsrarcer. 

Frrrsnune. Fa., February 27.—A great feat 
of raliway engineering is about to change the 
course of one of the historic streams of West- 
ern Pennsylvania. Old Turtle Creek, almost 
worthy the name of river, is the stream at 
whose confluence with the Monongahela the 
fated army of Gen. Braddock forded the 
latter stream only to be shot and scalped on 
the nortnern bank by Indians lying in ambusb. 
The Pennsylvania Hailroad has very quietly, 
but already with great progress, under- 


taken to change the course of Turtle Creek, 
which goes ona big boom every wet season 
and inundates the lands near the great river 
to which the creek is tributary. Itisa work 
which with contingent improvements involves 
the expenditure of millions. Brown & Emery, 
the Philadelphia contractors, already have 
about two-thirds of the excavation done, 80 
that the stream shall flow through a straighter 
and better confined channel, and admit of re- 
claiming 300 acres of valuable lands from the 
possibility of freshets that have heretofore 
swept things. 

The scheme is this: The Pennsylvania Rall- 
road now skirts the crooked stream on its 
higher side, but both and stream are to be 
re moved, so far at least as passenger tracks are 
concerned, from one-balftoone mile further 
north between Walle Station, fifteen miles 
east of Pittsburg, and Moss Side, nearly two 
miles further east, leaving the freight tracks 
where they are along the winding, southern 
course. On the tract of the 200 or acres be- 
tween the present line and the remodeled creek 
and road the company will erect its at new 
round-houses and shops for the Pittsburg- 
Altoona division and make other extensive 
improvements. The new creek cannot inun- 
date either the lands or tracks as the old ones 
have done, forit will be walled and straight 
at the points where heretofore its narrow 
curves had made trouble for Braddock and 
adjacent towns. Passengers along the now 
historic Pennsylvania {Railroad and the more 
historic Turtle Creek will by June or July 
dodge history and skirta stream of progress 
as they enter Pittsburg from the east.

It 
was (ascertained that his father’s railroad 
ticket on the Chicago & Alton was missing and 
also that Johnnie had borrowed a bridge 
ticket from Alderman Victor Brookes, a friend 
of his father. This settled it in the 
minds of his parents that their son 
had gone to St. Louis and the search was re- 
sumed in this city. Findinga little boy ina 
big city is not an easy task, and weeks elapsed 
without any clue to his whereabouts being ob- 
tained.

money to procure a lodging in the vicinity of 
the depot that night and the next morning be 
went to John Luley, a coal dealer, whose yard 
was then located on Eighth street near Clark 
avenue, but who has since moved to No. 633 
South Broadway, and applied for work. 
MR. LULEY 
asked bim who he was and he said his name 
was Charlie Hendricks and that his widowed 
mother had died but a few days previous at 
their home near Lemp’s brewery. The boy 
had a good and bright face, and Mr. Luley, 
more out of com passion for his 
condition than because he needed 
his heip, agreed to employ him. 
He boarded with Mr. Luley’s family, and re- 
ceived a small salary in addition as compen- 
sation for his services. The winter being 
nearly over, Mr. Luley told the boy that he 
would not be able to keep him in employment 
much longer, and advised him to look out for 
a situation elsewhere. He said that he might 
go down tothe Uulon Machine Shope and get 
ajobthere. Mr. Luley made this recommen- 
dation because his brother Jacob was em- 
loyed there, and he thought that he would 

e able to get thet boy work. The 
runaway took Mr. Luley’s advice and went to 
the shops yesterday afternoon. Jacob Luley 
had at one time been a driver for Mr. Jehle in 
Aiton, andon Saturday had visited that city 
to participate in the celebration of the woouen 
— anniversary ot a friend. While there 
he he of Johnny Jehle's strange disappear- 
ance, and how his parents’ efforts to find him 
had failed. When the boy came into the shops 
Mr. Luley recognized him in a minute, but re- 
frained from giving any sign of that fact to the 
boy, who did not know him.

The 
dirt on his countenance did not prevent ber 
from kissing him fondly, however, and doing 
her best to wash off the iron dust with tears. 

JOHNNY WAS NOT HALF 80 ELATED 

at seeing his mother as she was to lay eyes on 
him once again, and her appearance caused 
him much surprise. When he recovered from 
the first shock of her appearance and saw how 
rejoiced she was to find him it began to dawn 
on his mind how undutiful he had been and 
how undeserving of such affection, and he be- 
gan to cry also. 

‘*Why did you run away from home? Was 
it because you didn’t want to go to school?’’ 
said his mother, suspecting the true cause. 

„Well, your papa says that if you come 
back he will not compel you to go to school 
any more. You need not run away from 
home again to work, because he will find 
plenty for you to do there.“ 

On these conditions Johnny ed to 
go back and his mother and he went 
home on the Alton accommodation 
last evening Mrs. John Luley con 
conceived a great liking for the boy while he 
lived with ber and said this morning, speak- 
ing of him, that he was a remarkably bright 
and mature boy for his age.

giving of such a pledge was not forced 


upon him as a condition precedent to his 
nomination, it isas clearly forced upon 
him now by the party situation as the 
appointment of a Blaine Cabinet. 

But whether it will secure the desired 


peace and harmony for his Administra- 
tion and make him a successful mediator 
between the factions and rival aspirants 
of his party is not so clear. 


Should he 
even succeed in reconciling the rivalries 
of BLAINE, SHERMAN and ALLISON, 
he will find it very difficult to completely 
reconcile his party or the country to an 
administration apparently directed by 
STEVE ELKINS, STEVE DoRSEY and the 
great combine of railroad influence led by 
STANFORD and DEPEW. 

Gen. HARRISON means well and is evi- 
dently determined to do as well as his 
party environment will permit. But he 
will have to be wonderfully fortunate and 
display unexpected tact and capucity if 
he does not have more trouble with his 


own party than CLEVELAND had.

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TRAGIC STORY OF THE DEATH OF PRINCE 
RUDOLPH AND BARONESS VETSCHERA. 


Skeletons of Vienna's Court—Unable to 
Marry Her, Austrias Heir Slew the 
Woman He Loved and Himself—Light 
on Melerling’s Sad Secret—Impressive 
Funeral Ceremonies With Which the 
Crown Prince Was Laid With His An- 
cestors—He Was a Favorite With the 
Viennese.

IENNA, February 5. 
~Through the nar- 
row, serpentine 
streets of the inner 
city the body of the 
unhappy Prince was 
quietly carried to- 
day to the last rest- 
ing place of the 
Hapsburgs in the 
dark and. gloomy 
vault beneath the little church of the White 
Capucine monks. It was borne alongin sim- 
ple procession, with little pomp and none of 
the panoply with which the wearers of the 
purple are carried to the grave. To day allthe 
sad and ali the scandalous stories are hushed 
and we know the truth about the mystery of 
Meierling. This is, indeed, a mourning city. 
Vienna has lost its favorite, the Kaiser bis only 
son; but I dare say were the gray-haired poet 
Grillparzer looking down from his gaunt gar- 
ret by the Stefan’s Dom, as but a few years 
ago he looked down upon all that passed in 
the imperial city, he would say the boy had 
done well and would applaud this picture of 
triumphant love, of death robbed of its sting. 
For we know now that the Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph would not endure the heavy penalty which 
his high position imposed — less fortunate

than the poorest proletarian, this Prince of the 
Holy Roman Empire could not marry the 
woman he loved—and so he died. 

Slowly the cortege winds its way through the 
serpentine streéts and the uncovered throngs, 
and the word passes that Unser Rudi’’ for 
the last time is coming through schon 
Wien.“ As the white cuirassiers, the dead 
man’s particular troop, debouch into the 
Stefan’s Platz, in the shadow of the great 
Basilica, that weird Hungarian march is 
heard, played with the brasses alone. Slowly. 
sottly the touching melancholy of the strain 
fills the Plata witn weeping women and sob. 
bing men; then on into another narrow Gasse, 
and in afew moments the cortege comes to a 
stand before the Church of the Capucines. It 
is the simplest royal mausoleum that I have 
ever seen, but bere Maria Theresa, the good 
Kaiser Franz, the ill-fated Maximilian, are 
resting, witha hundred more Hapsburgs be- 
sides. 

Here the long, low chariot drawn by six 
snow-white Spanish horses is halted and the 
Gentlemen of the Guard carry the coffin into 
the church to the chancel rail, and then the 
trembling hands of friends and companions 
cover away from sight the hideous yellow 
case, the proud imperial eagles and the iron 
crown of Hungary, which stand out amid piles 
of white flowers, with edelweiss from the 
Tyrol, and with violets from Miramar. 

The Cardinal Archbishop, with husky voice, 
often choked by convulsive sobs, reads the

service over the young man to whom he taught 
the creeds, to love God and his country. The 


imperial and royal family are seated in pews 
curtained off from curions view. Only the 
broken-hearted Kaiser sits close beside the 
coflin, which now and again he kisses. 

The tinkling ofthe absolution bell tells of 
the end ofthe mass. Stalwart arms grasp the 
coffin now heavy with its wealth of fragrant 
flowers, and through dark passages and mys- 
terious windings the Crown Prince is borne to 
histomb in the vault below, whilein the 
church above swell the triumphant str-ins of 
the Libera“ promising resurrection and 
eternal life.

His 
P ysiognomy was strikingly <hangeable.

was, the Prince was the image of his father, 
with the sharp, protruding chin, and the 
scowling, unsatisfied eyes. But when pleased 
bis whole appearance changed. His eyes 
beamed, his whole face brightened with a 
smile and he looked exactly like bis beautiful 
mother. And it was from her he inherited his 
better nature, his love and appreciation of

art, his liberal and enlightened views and his 
kindly and courteous consideration of all 
those who, as he once said, ‘‘ belonged to the 
aristocracy d’esprit.’’ 

But while popular, no act or word of his 
could explain or justify the esteem in which he 
was held. At the Veriobungs-Feler with the 
Princess Stephanie, at the Castle of Laacken 
in Belgium, however, he uttered a winge 
word which found its fruition in the grief 
which his subjects showed at his funeral. 
After the ceremony the Vienna Maennerchor 
Verein gave a serenade to the young couple. 
At its conclusion the Crown Prince walked to- 
wards the singers and said: Fellow citizens, 
Ithank you. The trouble you have taken to 
22 me, your long journey and the faticue 
t must bave caused, have just convinced 
Stephanie of what I have always told her, 
. that we Austrians are but one fam- 
i >? 


o these pretty words the Empire rose like 
one man, and a few weeks later, when the 
young couple entered Vienna, they were 
greeted with an ovation such as few monarchs 
receive. To Franz Josef it muet have seemed 
like a dream. 

The first years of married life were peace- 
able, it not idyllic, and it was only when the 
wedlock falled of its purpose—the birth of a 
son and beir—thatthe unpleasant scenes which 
had probably often taken piace in private were 
noticeable in public. Medical men from all 
over the world were consulted, the Crown 
Princess made num berless visits to Marienbad. 
Franzenbad and otber resorts, bat ali to no 
purpose. After the birth of the little Arch- 
duchess Elizabeth no more children came. 

IN POLITICS AND OUT. 

Then the Prince began to play a political 
part. In afew yeare he became the only hope 
of Liberalism against the Clericals and  Reae- 
tionaries. He made his debut at the Concor- 
dia Ball, which is given every year by the 
Press Club, and at which, though always in- 
vited, the Kaiser never appears,for the Kaiser 
loves not the fourth estate. Four years ago 
the Crown Prince was also invited, and to the 
deputation of journalists who personally 
waited on bim he said: ‘‘Yes, I will come; 
but you must not let it be known beforehand, 
else the Kaiser will forbid me. Sothe jour- 
nalists kept their secret and the Crown Prince 
came and charmed evervbody, with perhaps 
the exception of the official editors, such as 
Baron Heine of the Freuden Blatt, who thought 
be was too kind and courteous to the editors 
Ot the opposition press. 

But the Crown Prince soon burned his 
fingers in the political pie, and after several 
unsuccessiul attempts to enlighten and ber- 
alize the policy of bis worthy but meatally 
unfitted father, he withdrew entirely from 
active interferencs with the Taafe policy. 

Only once inthe latter days did be make a 
political pilgrimage to the foot of his throne. 
A measure more than usually objectionable to 
the Austrian Germans had been intr: duced by 
Graf Taate, and, yielding to the solicitations 
ot bis friends, the Crown Prince determined 
11 to oppose its confirmation. Taafe, 
it should be remembered, is the Kaiser's fos- 
ter-brother, and ‘‘sie dutzen sich’’ (they ad- 
dress each otner with the affectionate ‘‘thee’’ 
and ‘‘thou’’). 

How long, your Mazesty, said the Crown 
Prince boldiy in special audience, ‘‘will you 
still allow this Tanz-Meister (dance-master), 
Taafe, to cut his capers over the prostrate 
Germans, who, after ail, are our peopie?’’ 

But the only answer vouchsafed by His 
Majesty was a very undignified ‘‘Marsche! 
Hinaus! (clear out). 

From that day polit were never touched 
upon by father and son, Emperor and heir- 
apparent. Privateiy the Prince criticised 
most freely the Government measures and the 
growing power of the Slavs. But as far as 
action was concerned he bided his time, and 
whenever he was asked personaily to inter- 
cede as son with father he would invariably 
answer: [Ich gehe in die Burg (imperial pal- 
ace at Vienna) nicht. Da stinkt von Reac- 
tion’’ (1 never go into the imperial palace. It 
sinelis there of reaction.) 

When the electrical exhibition was opened 
by the Crown Prince, and he brought to. a 
close a remarkable speech wich Tes, Austri- 
ans. a day is coming when aseaof light will 
surge out from Vienna and overspread the 
land, the young Prince was looked upon as 
a coming great Emperor and reformer. 


III. 

The two Crown Princes, William of Prussia 
and Rudolph of Austria, were of about the 
same age. They were friendly, and, at the 
instigation of the statesmen who saw first in 
the Kaiserbund and afterwardsin the Triple 
Alliance the salvation of Austria, their friend- 
ship was carefully fostered, and frequent vis- 
its were interchanged between the imperial 
nurseries of Potsdam and Schonbrun. 

Close friends they never could be—William 
was too sullen for such a sunny nature as Ru- 
doiph’s; then the Prussian was proud, and, 
as the young Austrian often compiained to his 
jfather, ein Aufschneider (a praggart), and 
would never frankly confess defeat in any of 
their boyish pastimes. 


PRINCES AT FISTICUFFS. 

Once, eo court gossips relate, these future 
crown wearers settled their difficulties in most 
unroyal fashion. They had been fencing in 
the beautiful salle d’arms of the Burg, and the 
light and active Rudolph bad proved himself 
decidedly the better man with the foils. But 
when touched the young Prussian would never 
allow it. Rudolph at last claimed a touch“ and 
pointed toa black spot on his opponent’s 
plastron as evidence. William refused to ad- 
mitthe point and called his hosta liar. Ina 
moment, long before the surprised maitre 
d’armes could interfere, the young princes 
were pommeling each otherlike young com- 
moners at Eton. For some years after this 
they met rarely and never fenced, at least not 
with foils. William would still sometimes re- 
ter to Silesia and his great forefather Frea- 
erick, and in ambiguous phrases insinuate 
what he was going to do when once King. 
Gradually, however, this boyishness wore orf 
with the flight oftime, and two years ago 
Prince William came to the Austrian ma- 
ne@uvres at Brunn as the guest of his imperial 
cousin.' There the falling out took place, 
Which, though at the command of policy and 
of fathers was superficially made good, would, 
had Rudolph come to the throne, have had a 
distinct bearing upon the destinies of the 
middie European nations. Never did the 
Austrian soidiers behave so badly as on this 
unfortunate day. The march past was ridicu- 
lous—horse and foot hopelessly intermingled, 
and the commander of a @ivision was 
cashiered on the spot for r Instead

The engineer of the St. Louie 4 San Fran- 
eisco road was called to give expert testimony 
us tothe merits of the different plans sug- 
gested.

The surface track would, without doubt, be 
of the greatest advantage tothe railroad. and 
under the provisions they ask, would be of 
the greatest value. Trains could be run back 
and forth over those double tracks all the 
time, and basing the calculation on the past 
and present rate of increase in railroad traffic, 
it would be safe to say that about haifthe day 
trains would be passing over the tracks and 
blocking up the streets. There is no objection 
possible against the construction of the Top- 
lar street cut. 

THE RELATIVE COST. 

The first cost would be greater by a good 
deal than the cost ofa surface track. But in 
thelong run, taking into consideration the 
costof watchmen at the surface track crossing 
énd the yearly bills of damages for injury to 
ne and property, the cost f the cut would 
bot be more, in fact it would be cheaper than 
the surface track. The Poplar street cut woula 
be a goud thing for the city and citizens. Pop- 
ar street could be vaeated entirely for 
the railroad, as it virtually is now, the 
cut builtup with masonry as is the entrance 
to the tunnel between Poplar street and Clark 
avenue, convenient bridges could be put 
across the cut at intersecting streets with no 
discomfort at all to either pedestrians or 
venicles.

A BOY MURDERER’S TRIAL, 


The Killing of Old Mrs. Hale by Charles 
Berger. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpatTca. 

ROCHESTER, N. V., February 27.—The trial 
of Charies Berger for the murder of Mrs. Mary 
K. Hale, at Riga, in January last, was begun 
in the Court of Oyer and Terminer here Mon- 
day. Theday was spent in getting a jury, 
and noevidence was taken until yesterday. 
After an exbaustive opening, District Attorney 
Benton called Myron H. Davis, the em 


ployer of the murdered woman. He said 
that Mrs. Hale and Berger were employed 
about the house. The ghastly scene that met 
Mr. Davis’ gaze at midnight on his return 
with his wife from a visit to friends is dest ro- 
lated in Mr. Davie’ own words: 

‘*‘When I entered the sitting-room I saw 
Mrs. Haielying on the floor. he head was 
near the center of the bed, the feet were lyin 
toward the door. I saw myil0 months ol 
child lying there between Mrs. Hale’s limbs 
and the other child on the ded. 
I saw that undoubtediy she was dead, 
and then turned my attention to my 
children. Isaw blood on Mrs. Hale’s head 
and face. She was lying on her back with her 
hands across her bosom. The fingers of the 
hand were extended and spattered with biood. 
There was a carpet on the floor, and there was 
a pool of biood at the foot and under the bed 
near Mrs. Hale's head. Her glasses were on 
a wash-pitcher, standing on the commode. I 
noticed that the foot-board of the bed and the 
walls were spattered with biood; in some 
places the spots were large and many, 
the highest being directly above 
the bead of the body. There were 
eighty spots on the side wall. On the bed- 
wall there were forty-eight biood stains. I 
pried open the drawer of the commode and 
found thata revolver and money were gone. 
There was 80 cents in the drawer.*’ 

»The boy murderer, who is under 2 years 
ot age, appeared in court with a stolid face, 
and seemed no more interested in the pro- 
ceedings than most of the spectators. The 
exceptional brutality of the young fellow’s 
deed has caused great interest to be taken in 
the trial, and the court-room has deen 
jammed with people from all over the coun: 
try.

The scarcity of off-coast corgoes of wheat is 
shown in this morning’s Ze „, which 
says: Demand for cargoes near at hand, 
while there is not much inguiry for more dis- 
tant periods of delay. 

A letter from the interior of this State, from 
Johnson County, says the milis are now re- 
ceiving wheat more freely and there appears 
to be some back in the country. 

One of the leading Minneapolis millers esti- 
mates the total stock of wheat in sight in the 
Northwest as 16,150.60 du—8, 80, % bu at 
terminal points, 6,500,000 in country elevators, 
800,000 In private storage—and saves the millers 
have fully as much more bought for future de- 
livery. he mille have yet to run twenty-six 
weeks on this crop. This will give them, in 
round numbers, 625,000 du per week, or an 
output of about 19,400 bbis per day for the 
entire time, The figures do not aliow any- 
thing for shipment, probably expecting that 
the amount back in farmers’ hands will cover 
that demand. 

Advices of excited cables from Paris were 
followed by the statement thata ‘‘corner’’ in 
wheat was being run in Paris, but they didn’t 
wantany of our wheat. 

There is but one side to wheat. we know, 
below 90 is its destination.

For the good people of Nice to rail at it is per- 
fectly conceivable, but it is a little too absurd 
for them to base their protests upon moral 
grounds, as there is just as much pudlie 
gambling atthe one place as the other, the 
only difference being that at Nice the proba- 
bilities are that the visitor is cheated, whereas 
at Monte Carlo the play is fair.

Portugal’s Power on the Sea-—Protection fer 
Her Colonies — Austria's? Ironclads— 
Where the Various Ships Are Stationed 
and Their Relative Strength. 


From the New York Times. 
The Portuguese have been daring sailors 
from the earliest periods of their history, and 
th is characteristic is predominant In the race 
at the present day. The results of political 
strife and intrigue have left Portugal in a con- 
dition eufficiently weak to warrant her seek- 
ng Engiand’s protectorate. It needs no 
retrospect to show the various causes which 
led to this weakening of power; but through 
the whole course of events the navy of Portu- 
gal has ever retained a high state of efficiency. 
There has never been a time within 200 years 
when ener not more safely intrust 
her keeping ber navy than all her com- 
bined forces on land—not from any fact of 
greater strength in ber naval establishment, 
but because of the high state of efficiency in 
which her marine forces have always been 
classed. Portugal has done very little lately 
toward fortifying herself on land. She has 
a small but well-equipped army ready for 
operation in the fleld, but as to fortresses, no 
new ones are going up, and the old ones, many 
of which date their origin from the beginning 
of this century, are rapidly falling to pleces. 
The water approach defenses of Libson are in 
a deplorable condition, and aside from this 
the guns mounted are nearly all of an anti- 
quated pattern. 
As a military man observes all of these signs 
of weakness and decay on shore, it is witha 
somewhat pleasing effect that he beholds at 
anchor in the Tagus a fleet of war vessels of 
no inconsiderable proportions, every vessel 
of which is flying the blue and white flag of 
the house of Braganza. Here is the defense of 
Portugal in the event of sudden surprise. To 
these war vessels Portugal has intrusted the 
safety of the country, and in their keeping 
she rests secure, believing them capable of 
holding in check any hostile fleet until the 
Britieh squadrons have rushed to her rescue. 
The colonial possessions which Portugal 
acquired in years past she has tenaciously 
heid, and at the same time has increased 
their number by new  acguisitions. In 
order to efficiently maintain ber rule 
over these possessions Portugal has had 
to rely upon her navy. The hard- 
ships undergone by the crews of Portuguese 
war vessels on the African coast are trying, 
and many acruiser which has left the lagus 
with afull complement of officers and men 
returns with greatly diminished muster rolls. 
What proportion of the losses not resulting 
from iniand marches and skirmishes with 
half-savage tribes were the outcome of vic- 
tims to the fever prevalent on the coast.

The Berlin Congress of 1884-55 admitted the 
claim of Portugal tothe Territory from Am- 
briz to the mouth of the Congo. The confines 
of this territory are marked by the river until 
nearly opposite Vivi, then by a line stretching 
eastward to the River Kwango,and south along 
that river to beyond ll deg. south latitude. 
The same Congress admitted the claim toa 
small stretch of coast north of the Congo in- 
cluding Cabinda and Sandana. 

To guard her colonies and at the same time 
offer some defense to the water approaches of 
Lisbon, the navy of Portugal is divided into 
two main squadrons, one doing duty at home 
the other in Africa. The whole navy consists 
of one iron-clad with a total of 5 guns and 
of 32,000 indicated horsé-power; 6 cor- 
vettes, with a total of 88 guns and 3,980 
horse power; 4 steamers, having a total of 
6 guns and 2,270 horse power; 14 gunboats, 
having a total of 53 guns and 5,500 horse 
power, and 5 torpedo boats with a total of 10 
guns and 2,700 horse power. In addition to 
the above there are six small screw steamers, 
8 custom gtnboats and 4 sailing vessels. The 
corps corresponding to our revenue marine 
is in the Portugese service amalgamated with 
the line of the navy. 

The strongest vessel in the Portugese navy 
and, in fact, the only powerful one, is the 
jron-clad corvette Vasco de Gama. She was 
built at the Thames Iron Works, Blackwall, 
and launched in December, 1875. In appear- 
ance she is as ugly as she is dangerous in de- 
sign, but for ali that she is just the type of a ves- 
sei calculated to do the most servicable work 
in time of war. The Vasco de Gama’s bow is 
a feature in itself, and it is doubtful if there 
are many war vessels afloat that are armed 
with a sharper one. 

The armor of the Vasco de Gama ranges 
from 8 to 9 inches in thickness and is well 
backed up throughout. The main battery 
consists of two 21%-ton guns, one 4-ton gun 
and two 40-pounder guns. Her displacement 
is 2.480 tons and the indicated horse power 
3,600. The speed of the Vasco de Gama is usu- 
ally quoted as 13 knots per hour, but is prob- 
ably a little more than this,judging from some 
ot her running: The vessel has made fully 15 
knots per hour ‘‘over the ground,’’ and that, 
too, in shallow water. The Vasco de Gama is 
seldom sent away from Lisbon on a protracted 
cruise. Her presence is one of the most ef- 
cient safeguards the Portuguese can lay claim 
to
